the decisions on voting procedure 
of the projected United Nations 
council and on a new governmental 
and terrotorial set-up for Poland.

Such information. as has come 


out of the Crimean conference 
certainly isn't calculated to lessen 
this belief:- The agreement with 
Stalin over the hot Polish bound- 
ary question, for instance, is wide- 
ly accepted by observers as a 
sweeping concession to Moscow. 


Without dilating on the subject, 


let's just say that Stalin wields 
vast influence. Churchill, speak- 
ing m hig-hest terms of "Marshal 
Stalin and the soviet leaders" 
whose "word is their bond," has 
made a gracious gesture to this 
new great authority m the eastern 
hemisphere:

"What has become of the call of 


the president and the judgment 
and reasoned 
pleas of 
Genera) 


Marshall and Admiral King?" Sec- 
retary of War Stimson asked in 
his broadcast appeal for a national 
service law. 


"Will those who have trusted 


to these men the lives of 12,000,000 
citizens in uniform,'' he continued, 
"at the eleventh critical hour de- 
ny to them the strength they say 
they need to bring this conflict to 
a close, with the saving of as 
many men, as many lives, as pos- 
sible?" 


These are not rhetorical ques- 


tions. 
Mr. 
Stimson 
obviously 


wants information. So do many 
others. The answers, which have 
long rested with congress, rest 
for the moment with the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee. 
j 


Senator O'Mahoney has charged 


Mr. Stimson with giving an "un- 
balanced impression" of the man- 
power situation. He says 
that 


"our soldiers have not been let 
down by the people on, the home 
front." 


But what exactly 
does thatj 


mean? 
Does it mean that we 


are producing up to capacity, that 
we are providing our forces and 
our Allies 
with 
everything re- 


quired of us, that we axe building 
up a war-goods stock pile for the 
bigger operations to come? Does 
it mean that the war is 'progress- 
ing at its 
maximum 
possible 


speed? Does it mean that not a life 
has been lost, since the first dark 
days, for want of a gun or a shell 
or a plane? 
" We doubt that the 
senator 


meant all that. Absenteeism and 
labor turnover have been with us 
since the war started- So have 
manpower hoarding, industrial in- 
efficiency and bad distribution of 
labor. 


Last July the president" asked 


congress for national service law. 
The request was tentative and, to 
use one of Mr. Roosevelt's favor- 
ite words, "iffy". Congress can't 
be blamed too much for not having 
put it at the top of the agenda. 
But last month the president re- 
quested such a law again. 
This 


time it was urgent, with no 
strings attached. 


Congress has heard a lot of tes- 


timony since then. Mr. Stimson 
and ^Vtr. Forrestal, General Mar- 
shall and Admiral" King,

Chairman Krug and others have 
echoed the president's plea. Rep- 
resentatives of organized business 
and organized labor have opposed 
it. Certainly enough evidence and 
advice have been gathered to make 
a verdict possible.

According to the major- 
ity opinion of Justice Hugo Black 
in the case of a native American 
named Fred Toyasaburo Kore- 
matsu, of San Leandro, Cal., it is 
lawful 
and 
correct 
in certain 


circumstances, 
to 
imprison 
in 


concentration 
camps 
native 


Americans of good reputation who 
happen to be descendants of im- 
migrants from a 
country 
with 


which we are at war. 


By the dictum of the majority 


opinion, upholding the conviction 
of Korematsu .if now we were at 
war with Russia, all children and 
descendants of immigrants from 
old Russia, including many of our 
most influential leaders, could be 
rounded 
up 
and 
interned 
in- 


definitely in desert camps. Prob- 
ably, in the long run, they would 
lose' not only their liberty but 
their property as well through 
inevitable 
neglect, 
depreciation 


and 
sale 
at 
distress 
vaiueH. 


Ironically, Felix Frankfurter, who 
concurred in a separate opinion, 
being- a native of Austria, a coun- 
try with which we find ourselves 
at war, would seem to offer him- 
self for internment as an unreli- 
able person. However I say only 
that Frankfurter "would seem" to 
do this because, in common with 
some of his brethren, I have dif- 
ficulty understanding his opinions 
and am ever mindful of his proviso 
that to draw plain meanings witn 
plain language is to indulge in 
pernicious over-simplification. Ob- 
viously it is even more hazardous 
to 
draw 
plain meanings from 


language 
which, whatever 
its 


other virtues, certainly 
is 
not 


plain.

Justice Black, an old Klansman, 


took note of the contention, upheld 
by other justices, that Korematsu 
was sent to a concentration camp 
"solely because of his ancestry" 
but, with a straight face, denied 
it. ' 


"Korematsu," he says, for the 


court, "was not excluded from 
the military area becaiise of hos- 
tility to him, or his race. He was 
excluded because we are at war 
with the Japanese empire" and be- 
cause the military authorities on 
the west coast decided that mili- 
tary urgency demanded that all 
citizens of Japanese ancestry be 
temporarily segegated from the 
west coast. From that, I believe, 
a logical mind would proceed to 
the conclusion that if Adolf Hitler 
had not attacked 
Paissia and, 


presently this nation had gone to 
war against both Germany and 
Russia, all persons of German and 
Russian ancestry, including many 
who were most active and influ- 
ential in the Political Action Com- 
mittee in the late election, could 
be 
deported 
to 
concentration 


camps. At this very moment, in- 
deed, Senator Robert Wagner, not 
a descendant of German immi- 
grants but, like Frankfurter, an 
immigrant, himself, is at liberty 
only be virtue of the forbearance 
of the military authorities, and 
F- H. LaGuardia, tod, if it conies 
To that.

present in a state whereof he was 
a citizen, near the place where he 
was born and where, all his life, 
he had lived". A German alien 
enemy, an Italian alien enemy, or 
even a native son of native an- 
cestors with a personal record of 
treason, but out on parole, all 
were exempt from -the order while 
this loyal native was 
ordered 


away and punished for his refusal 
to leave.

"If any fundamental 
assump- 


tion underlies our system", Jack- 
son further wrote, "it is 
that 


guilt is personal and not inherit- 
able. Here is an attempt to make 
an otherwise innocent act a crime 
merely because this prisoner is 
the son of parents as to whom he 
had no choice and belongs to a 
race from which there is no way 
to resign. If congress, in peace- 
time 
legislation, 
should 
enact 


such a criminal law I should sup- 
pose this court would refuse 
enforce it".

"Where now does the prevailing 


opinion leave us in the field of 
racial discrimination. 
according 


to the Supreme court? 


For all his effort to deny the 


racial consideration, the 
Black 


opinion flouts the principle of fail- 
employment practice in domestic 
industry and commits the court 
in advance to repudiation of the 
anti-discrimination scheme pro- 
posed in the state of New York. 
For if, as he 
says, 
Korematsu 


could be punished because we are 
at war with a country which, as 
far as we know, he never saw, by 
imprisonment in a concentration 
camp, then surely it is a lesser 
deprivation, if, legally, it can be 
called any deprivation at all, to 
deny a man a job for any arbi- 
trary reason . This, however, now 
is the law of the land and millions 
of the best native Americans are 
in danger of arbitrary imprison- 
ment by order of local military 
commanders only because 
their 


parents or even their grandpar- 
ents came from Germany. 


And. by this dictum, had Rus- 


sia been Germany's ally when our 
country went to war, much of the 
dominant personnel of the Politi- 
cal Action Committee would be 
subject to the same treatment to- 
day. They might be punished not 
for any personal guilt but for a 
turn of international policies over 
which they had no control.
